SUMMARY OF LIVESTOCK STATISTICS, MARCH 1951, 


GENERAL, Particuiars for the year ended March 1951, possibly 
Puogeeu GO Silioht revision, are shown in the following paragraphs with 
those for 1950 in parentheses. It will be seen that sheep flocks have 
increased by 688,072 while cattle herds have decreased by 31,340 (a 
grazing equivalent of about 250,000 sheep). Contributing factors have 
been:— More sheep have been imported from other States and less exported, 
there has been a-greater natural inerease and decreased numbershave been 
sliughtered while exactly the opposite applies to cattle. 


_ SHEEP, 10,165,098 (9,477,026) an increase of 686,072 on the 
previous year and of 4,476,560 on the 6, 786,538 for the drought year 1946, 
and only 205,467 less than the record pre-drought figure of 10,370,565 
for 1943. There were 4,776,648 (4,698,601) breeding and 579,113 (527,384)
